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THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


The message of President Harrison, 


transmitted to Congress yesterday, in a 
comprehensive document. It treats on 
nearly erery subject of importance. 
It 


shows that our foreign relations are not 
of a character to create alarm. The 
Italian incident will doubtless be peace- 
ably and satisfactorily settled, as will 
also the trouble with Chile growing oat 
of the wanton assault of American sailors 
by a Valparaiso mob. 
There is no dan- 


ger of a war with China growing out of 
the massacre of Missionaries, and the 
President, it is gratifying to notice, has 
changed his views on Chinese exclusion 
since he left the Senate, and is now as 
much opposed to the "heathen Chineo" 
as Dennis Kearny, of sand lot notoriety. 


On the question of revenue and tariff 


the President has not changed his mind. 
The fact that there was a bountiful harv- 
est on this side of the Atlantic, and short 
crops on the other Bide, creating a de- 
mand for our cereals, be seems to attrib- 
ute to the Tariff bill of the last Congress 
rather than to the laws of nature, or the 
ways of Providence. 


In discussing the silver question he 


misstates the fncts. The silver men did 
not believe that the last silver law, that 
is, the Sherman Commodity Act, would 
bring silver up to par, and few if any of 
the staunch friends of stiver in either 
House of Congress vote'! for it. Shortly 
after its passage silver bullion brought 
$1.20 per ounce in the Nsw York market, 
which would make the silver dollar 
worth about 94 cents, though the Presi- 
dent says "at no time since the passage 
of the law was the dollar wortn over 72J£ 
cents. If the President misstates facts 
in his message to Congress, what weight 
can intelligent people attach to opinions? 
He believes free coinage of silver would 
cause a commercial panic, but John 
Sherman, then Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, predicted that the passage of the 
Standard Dollar Act, would lesult in 
commercial ruin, yet the Act passed and 
the country continued lo prosper. 


The President cannot offer any bette 


argument in supyoit of the new tan 
bill than to think theru is conclusive ev 
denco that it has created several grea 
industries, which within a faw yars wi 
give employment to thousands of A.IUBI 
lean workmen, yet the knowledge tha 
the depressed condition Jof the silve 
market, caused by hostile legislation, i 
closing mines and throwing thousand 
out of employment, does not uffect him 
in the least. A President, in his Stat 
papers, should rise above partisanism 
and demagogy, but Mr. Harrison is to 
small to do so. 


He comments unfavorably upon th 


change in the mp*hod of choosing Presi 
dential Electors in Michigan,*and talk 
about our greatest national danger lyin 
in the overthrow of the majority contro 
by the suppression and perversion o 
popular 
suffrage, forgetting, 
perhaps 


that a majority of over 100,000 of th* 
popular vote was against him for Presi 
dent in 1888. 
The Michigan method o 


selecting Electors is as old as the Qov 
eminent, and no fairer way of doing so 
has yet been devised, as it gives ,tb 
minority, as well as the majority, oppor 
tunity of being represented in the Elec 
toral College and having a voice ' in 
choosing a President. 
A man who 


favored the Lodge Force bill, as the 
President is said to have done, could no 
be expected to approve an electoral sys* 
tern as fair as that adopted in Michigan 


Referring to the brutal treatment o: 


Jews in Russia, the President alludes to 
the many admirable qualities of theJeus 
as a people, and in the next sentence po 
litely informs them that their euiigru 
tion from the tyrauy of the Czar to the 
Uaited States is not desirable. 


The Behring sea dispute, which at one 


time caused timid people to think would 
result in a war with Great Britain, is to 
be settled by arbitration, and without the 
shedding of blood. 


The position taken by the Administra- 


tion and tbe vie-rs of the President on 
our relations with foreign countries, are 
generally to be commended, but on eco 
nomic questions, especially that of silver, 
he is certainly not in accord with the 
sentiment of the people of the West. 


Arrested on a Charge of Insanity. 


NEW YORK, December 9.—Mrs. Francis 


V. Stokes to-day seemed a warrant for the 
•rrest of her son George 8., a lunatic, who 
i> at large. He was at one time a lawyer, 
but had to flee the State on account of 
trouble he got into with a man named 
Sniffen, the latter accusing Stokos with 
alienating his wife'* affections. 
Stokes 


went to California, shot a man and wai 
incarcerated in an insane asylum from 
which he obtained a release by legal pro- 
ceeding!. Sine* his return to New York 
hia mother has been in constant terror of 
her life, henoe she obtained the warrant tor 
hii arrest. 


Measles on Board 8ulp. 


New YOSK, December 9.—The tteamer 


Polynesia, from atettin, which arrived to- 
day, had four deaths on tbe passage from 
measles, all children. Several cases are 
now in tbe hospital.

Federal Election Bill by the last 
, 


and says it is important to know whether 
the opposition manifested was only to a 
particular feature of that bill or any propo- 
sition to give election laws United States 
power to correct an acknowledged evil. 
The president then advocates a commis- 
sion non-partisan and composed of patriotic 
wise and impartial men to consider the 
evils of tbe present election laws and pro- 
pose a remedy. The Constitution would 
permit tbe selection to be vested in the 
Supreme Court if that would give the best 
guarantee of impartiality. 


CONCLUSION. 


The President concludes as 
follow1: 


A trust momentous in its influence upon 


our people and upon the world is for a 
brief time committed to us and wo must 
not be faithless to its condition, defense of 
free and equal and influence of people of 
choice of public officers and control of 
public affairs.

He Opposes Tree Coinage and Mis- 


states Facts,

Ho Think* the MoKlnley Bill Will Build 


Up New Indu«trle», But Can't See 
That H|g Financial Policy is Destroy- 
ing Old Industries—He Experiences a 
Change on the Chinese Question, and 
Wants the Exclusion Idrw Enforced. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., December 9. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives : 


The reports ol the heads of the several De- 
partments, which are hereby transmitted, 
nnd reports of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and Attorney-General, made direct to 
Congress, furnish a complete review of the 
ad ministration of the last fiscal year rrlat- 
ing to internal affairs, 


The President recommends the careful 


pernsal of the reports by members of Con- 
gress, and continues: The work of the 
State Department last year has been char- 
-fteterized by a large number of negotiations 
and by diplomatic results of a notably and 
highly beneficial character.

THE AJtEEICAN HOG.

law by Congress, Germany, Denmark, 
Italy, Austria aud France have opened 
their porte to inspected American pork. 
The President adds that the outlines of an 
agreement has been reached with Germany 
looking to equitable trade concession in 
consideration of continued free importation 
of sugar a; bat the time has not yet arrived 
when the correspondence can be submitted 
to Congress. 


THE BRAZILIAN TROUBLES. 


The President refers briefly to the recent 


truull a in Brazil, saying peace has been 
established without bloodshed. 


"TBS LYNCHING IS MEW OBLEANS, 


Itt> March last," Bays the message, "of 
eUven Italians by a mob of citizens, was a 
most deplorable and discreditable act. It 
did not, however, have its origin in general 
animosity to tbe Italian people nor in any 
disrespect to the Government of Italy, with 
which our relations were of the moat 
friendly character. The fury of tbe mob 
was directed against tbe men, as supposed 
participants or accessories in the murder 
of a city officer. 
I do not allude to this us 


mitigating i n _ any degree, this offence 
SRHititt law aud humanity, bat only as 
affecting tbe international questions that 
grew out cf it. It was represented by the 
Italian Minuter that several of those whose 
lives bad beau 
taken by the mob were 


Italian subjects, and a demand was made 
for the punishment of the participants and 
indemnity to the families of those killed 
It is to be regretted that, the manner in 
which these claims were presented was not 
anoh as to promote a calm disonsgion of 
the questions involved ; but this may well 
be attributed to the excitement and indig- 
nation which the crime naturally invoked. 
The views of this Government were fully 
stated in the correspondence, as well as its 
purpose to make tbe investigation with a 
view to determine whether there were 
present any 
circumstances that could, 


under such rules of duty as we had indi- 
cated, create an 
obligation 
upon tbe 


United States. The temporary evidenoe of 
tbe Minister Plenipotentiary at tbe Capital 
baa retarded further correspondence, but 
it is not doubted that a friendly conclusion

quent indirect appeals were made to this- 
Government to extend belligerent rigbis to 
tbe Insurgents and give audience to their 
representatives. 
This was refused and 


that policy pursued

which this Government, when wrenched 
by civil war, so strenuously insisted on the 
part of European nations. 


THE ITATA, 


An armed vessel, commanded by a naval 
officer of the Insurgent fleet, manned by 
its sailors, and with soldiers on board, was 
•eized under process of tbe United States 
Court at San Diego, California, for viola- 
tion of neutrality laws. While in custody 
ot an officer of the Court the vessel was 
forcibly wreited from his control and put 
to sea. It would have been inooniiatant 
with the dignity nnd self-respect 
of this 


Government not to have insisted that the 
Itata should be returned to Sao Diego to 
stand judgment of the Court. Tbis was so 
clear to tho Junta that before the arrival of 
the Itata at Qaiqui, the Secretary of For- 
eign Belations of.the Provisional Govern- 
ment addressed 
Bear Admiral Brown, 


commanding the Unued States naval force, 
m ajcommunioation, of which the follow- 
ing is an extract:

learned by cablegrams of tbe Associated 
Presa tbat tho transport Itata, detained at 
San Diego by order of the United States 
for taking on board munitions of war and 
in possession of the Marshal, left San 
Diego carrying off tbat offioixl who was 
landed at a near point on the coast. If this 
report ia correct this Government would 
deplore tbe conduct of the Itata. As evi- 
dence that it is not disposed to support or

From this judgment the United 


States has appealed, not that the condem- 
nation of the vessel is a matter of impor- 
tance but tbat -we may know what the l*w 
is, for if the present construction of tbe Hw 
is correct there la obvious necessity foi 
revision and ammendment. 


The President says further that during 


the Chilean war instructions to our officers 
r ^ 1 representatives there were to observe 


if attainable. 


The President suggests tbat Congress 


should make offences against treaty rights 
of foreigners cognizant of tbe United Stktes 
Courts, and states his opinion that until 
this is done the Government should hold 
itaelf responsible for acts of State officials 
in such cases as it would be responsible if 
Congress had passed such a law. 


BEFERBISQ TO CHILE 


The President says: "Civil war in Chile, 
which began in January tout, was continued 
but fortunately not with frequent or im- 
portant armed collisions, until August 8th, 
when the Congressional forces lauded near 
Valparaiso, end after a bloody engagement 
captured the city. President Baltnaoeda 
•t once recognized that his cause was lost 
and a Provisional Government was speedily 
established by the victorious party. Our 
Minister was promptly directed to recog- 
nize this Government as soon as it should 
have established a defaoto character, which 
was done. Daring this civil oonteit fre-; 


atuat impartahty and non interfereace, and 
be ia satisfied those instructions were ob- 
served. 
No official complaint of tbe con- 


duct of either tho Minister or naval officers 
had been made, aud he regrets tbat so 
maoy of our people-have given an ear to 
unofficial charges aud complaints thnt man- 
ifestly had tbeir origin in nvai latarest^ 
and m the wish to p<rvcrt tbe amieab'e re- 
lations of tho United States aud Chijo. 


THE BIGHT OP A8IL0SJ,

THE AbSAULT OH AMERICA!! gVJLORS. 


The Prea.dui t tuen says. 
"On Oatober 


IGtu an event ooanrred in Valparaiso go 
serious and tragio in its circumstances and 
results as to justly excite the indignation 
of our people and to call for prompt and 
decided action on the part of this Govern- 
ment. A considerable number of tbe sail- 
ors of the United States steamship Bal 
timore, then in Valparaiso harbor, being 
on shore on leave and unarmed, were 
assaulted 
by 
armed 
men 
nearly 


simultaneously in different localities in the 
city. One petty officer was killed out- 
right and seven or eight mon were gen 
ously wounded, one of whom baa since 
died. 
So savage and brutal was the assault 


that several c£ our sailors received more 
than two and one as many as eight stabs 
and 
wounds. 
An 
investigation 
was 


promptly made by a board of officers of the 
Baltimore and their report shows that thu 
assault was unprovoked; that our men were 
conducting themselves in a peaceable and 
orderly manner, and that some of the 
police of the city took part in the assault 
and used tbeir weapons with fatal effect, 
while a few others and some well disposed 
citizens endeavored to protect our men 
Thirty-six of our sailors, while being taken 
to prison, were cruelly beaten and maltreat- 
ed and tbe fact thnt they were discharged 
no criminal charge being made against any 
ou9 of them, shows vary clearly that they 
were innocent of a breach of tbe peace. 
So far as I bave been yet nble to learn no 
other explanation of this bloody work has 
been suggested other than that it bad its 
origin in hatred to these mon, na sailors of 
the United States, wearing the uniform of 
their Government, and not to any individ- 
ual or present hostility, Ttie ulteotion ol 
the Chilean government waft at oni'o oulle^ 
lo this affair und a statement of fnots ob 
laired by our investigation was submitted 
accompanied by a request to be advised of 
any qualifying facts in the possession of 
the Chilean government that might relieve 
tbe affair of the appearance of an in- 
sult 
to 
this 
Government. 
If such 


qualifying 
facts 
as 
these 
did 
not 


exist tbis government womld confidently 
expect full and prompt reparation. It is 
to be regretted that the reply of tbe Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs of tbe Provisional 
Government was couched iu an offensive 
tone. To tbis no response has been made. 
This government is now awaiting tbe result 
of investigation which is being conducted 
by the criminal court at Valparaiso. It is 
unofficially reported that the investigation 
is about computed. That the result will 
be soon communicated to this Government 
together with some adequate and satisfac- 
tory response to requests made by the 
Government when the attention of Chili 
was called to tbe incident. If these just 
expectations should be disappointed, or if 
further needless delay intervenes, I shall, 
by special message, bring the matter again 
to 
the 
attention 
of 
Congress 


for 
such 
action 
as 
may 
be 


necessary. The entire correspondence of 
the President with Chili will be submitted 
to Congress ot an early day. 


THE CHINESE OUTBAQES, 


Bet erring to tbe recent outrages against 


tbe foreigners in China the President says: 
"The Government can do no le&s than in- 
sist upon the continuance of tbe protective 
and pnnetary measures which the Chinese 
Government has heretofore applied. The 
action o! the Chinese Government in re- 
fusing to receive Mr. Blair as Minister to 
that country, because as Senator he par- 
ticipated in legislation against the Chinese 
and was, therefor, unfriendly, is commented 
on. 
The President says: "I 
have 


felt constrained to point out. to the Chinese 
Government the'untenableuess of this po- 
sition, which, if- admitted, would practic- 


ally bar tbe selection of any representative 
as long as existing laws remain in force. 


Yon will be called upon to consider the 


expediency of making a special provision 
by law for tho temporary admission ot 
Chinese artisans and laborers in connec- 
tion with the exhibit of Chinese industries 
at the approaching Columbian Exposition. 
I regard it desirable that the Chinese ex- 
hibition be facilitated in every proper way. 


SPAIN AND ITS EXHIBITION.

General interest in the opuraiioas of ihe 


Treasury Department has become much 
augmented iu the last your by ron»on of 
conducting predictions which aocompunKcl 
and followed tbe tariff aad other legisla- 
tion of the last Congress affecting revenues. 
On on o band it was contended tbat imports 
would so fall off as to leave tbe Treasury 
bankrupt, and that tbe prices of articles 
entering into the living of tbe people woqld 
be so enhanced as to seriously affect their 
comfort and happiness, while on the other 
band it was argued that the loan to tbe rev- 
enue which would largely result from plao- 
iQg sugar on the free list, would be a di- 
rect gain to the people; tbat the price* of 
the neoasiaries of life, including those 
most highly protected, would be enhanced, 
labor would bave a larger market, and the 
products of the farm would advance in 
price, while Treasory supplies and receipts 
would be adequate to meet appropriation?. 
It is not my pnnpose to enter at any 
length into a discussion of the effect of tbis 
legislation to which I have referred, but on 
examination of statistics of tbe Treasury 
and a general glanoe at the state of busi- 
ness throughout the country will satisfy 
impartially tbat its results have disap- 
pointed the evil prophesies of its opponents 
that in a laige mnasure realized tbe hope- 
ful productions of its friends. Rarely if 
ever m the history of the country has there 
been a time when tha proceeds of one 
faimsd crop could purchase such a large 
amount ot things that enter into the living 
of the missei of the people. I believe 
tbat a full test wi)l develope the fact that 
the Tariff Act of tbe Fifty-first Congress 
IB very favorable ia its aveaage affect upon 
prices of articles entering7 into common use 
Tbe President quotes statistics showing 
that during the year both exports and im 
ports wora heavier than lor the previous 
year. There is certainly noihinz m tbe 
condition of trade, foreign or rti ujostio 
there is certainly nothing ia tho condition 
of our people or of any class to aogges 
that the existing tariff and revenue legisla- 
tion bears oppressively apon our commer- 
cial development. Agitation for changes 
in ihe tariff and financial legislation cannoi 
help, but may seriously impede, business 
to the prosperity of which some degree ol 
stability in legislation is essential. I think 
there is conclusive evidence tbat the new 
tariff has created several great industries 
which will within a few years give employ- 
ment to several hundred thousand Ameri- 
can working men and women. 


THB SttVEB QUESTION. 


Beferting to silver tbe President cays 


the report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
shows tho purchase of over 48,000,000 
ounces of silver since August 13, at an 
average of $1,045 per ounce. 
He states 


that the free silver men believed that the 
last silver law would make the value of 
tbe silver dollar an hundred cents, but tbat 
at a time since the passage of the law a 
dollar was worth only .74^ cents. The 
causes of this are not agreed upon. 
The 


usual annual export of $8,500,000 of silver, 
changed during the year to an import of 
$2.600,000. Tbe Government now buys 
and stores annually 54,000,000 ounces of 
•ilver, some 6,000,000 more than our whole 
domestic production available for coinage. 
Tbe increased circulation thus provided 
was needed and is beneficial. 
The Presi- 


dent recommends that the existing law be 
given a full trial, and adds: "I am still of 
the opinion that tbe free coinage of silver 
under tbe existing conditions would seri- 
ously affect our business interests at home 
and abroad. 
He believes free coinage 


would cause a commercial panic, and he 
favors it only when tbe co-operation of for- 
eign nations can be secured. 
The senti- 


ment in Europe is not suoh as to render 
advissable a proposal for such agreement, 


THE BtTEPLUS AMD DIBT.
